Phewie! Gosh! 


Sierra Madreans are sweat¬ 
ing it out this week—weath- 
erwise, that is. 

The mercury climbed to 
104 Tuesday afternoon which 
was hot — re-al-ly torrid. It 
was 92 and climbing early 
Wednesday afternoon. 

But there was some “small” 
comfort in comparisons. Last 
year it was 107 on July 11, 
and 103 on July 10. 

Smoke from the forest 
fire in the San Gabriel Can¬ 
yon shrouded the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre mountain tops the past 
few days and Sierra Madre 
authorities were alerted 
against brush fire danger in 
this area. 

The next highest tempera¬ 
ture during the week was on 
last Friday when the reading 
was 103. 

THE WEEKLY tempera¬ 
ture records as provided by 
the Water Department 
Pumping Station follow:

With torrid, mid-summer temperatures hovering in the 
heated 90's, increased consumption of city water yesterday 
caused City Administrator Lawrence C. Bevlngton to cau¬ 
tion Sierra Madreans to “go slow and not waste water.” 

“On last Sunday, the city pumped 635,781 cubic feet of 
water, or 4,768,357 gallons of water into the mains,” Admin¬ 
istrator Bevlngton explained. 

“Based on a 9,689 populaiton, this was 493 gallons per 
person, compared to the average yearly use of 220 gallons 
per person a day. 

“Our Sunday consumption of water was so much above 
the average as to cause concern. 

"WE HAVE ENOUGH water lor ordinary needs, but 
every effort should be made to conserve it. Frankly, I would 
say that our water situation may be termed ‘not so good,’ 
and soon I plan to take up with City Council our necessary 
future needs. 

“Meanwhile, I again caution our residents not to waste 
any water, despite a pardonable inclination to use extra 
supply during the hot summer days.”

ORDINANCE NO. 653_ 

AN ORDINANCE OP THE 
CITY OP SIERRA MADRE 
AMENDING PART 2 OP 
CHAFER 1 OP ABTIC^ V

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OP SIERRA MADRE DOES 

^SECTTON 1. Part 2 of Cl^pter 
1 of ArUcle V of the Sierra Madre 
City Code Is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

PART 2 

PROTECTED FIRE AREAS 
SECTION 5112. Historical Baok- 

^The City of Sierra Madre Is a 
foothill c ommunlty altuated In 
the so-called Front Country of toe 
San Gabriel Mountain. It be¬ 
came an Incorporated City und» 
state law In 1907. Like all foothUl 
communities Its northernmost 
area blends Into toe vegetative 
mountain cover generally known 
as chaparral akin to that In the 
wildland watersheds of the Ange¬ 
les National Forest immedlat«y 
to toe north. Unless protected by 
adequate fire auppresslon facilities 
this chaparral cover hM long been 
recognized as a potential f^© haz¬ 
ard. During periods of 
rainfall and sustained drouth Mid 
chaparral cover. If unprotected, 
becomes an extreme fire hazard. 
Hence, any area in the northem- 




tatlon located more than thirty 
feet from such building or struc¬ 
ture and less than eighteen inches 
In height above the ground may 
be maintained where necessary to 
stabilize the soil and prevent ero¬ 
sion. 

3. Remove that portion of any 
tree which extends within ten feet 
of the outlet of any chimney. 

4. Maintain any tree adjacent to 
or overhanging any building rea¬ 
sonably free of dead wood. 

5. Maintain the roof of any 
structure reasonably free of leaves, 
needles, or other dead vegetative 
growth. 

(B) In the event any of the 
conditions prohibited by para¬ 
graph (A) of this section exist, 
the City Council may by due legal 
process Instruct the Chief to give 
a 30-day notice by registered letter 
to the owner of the property upon 
which such condition exists, to 
correct such prohibited condition 
and. If the owner fails to correct 
such condition, the City may 
cause the same to be done and 
make the expense of such correc¬ 
tion a lien upon the proper^ 
upon which such condition exists. 

The notice for correcting such 
condition, the manner of assess¬ 
ing the cost for doing the work, 
the method of Imposing the lien 
and the collecting of the cost of 
doing the work, In the event it is 
done by the City, and all pit)ce- 
dures in connection therewith, 
shall be as provided In Section 
39560 et seq. of the Government 
Code of the State of California, 

SECTION 5134. Restricted Entry 
to Closed Fire Areas. 

No person, other than those 
hereinafter expressly exempted, 
shall go or be upon any Closed 
Fire Area which has been posted 
as set forth under Section 5117 
except upon public roadway. In¬ 
habited areas, or established trails 
and camp sites which have not 
been closed, between the first day 
of May and December 31st of each 
year. Said December 31 date may 
be extended by the Fire Commis¬ 
sion or City Council by public an¬ 
nouncement In the Sierra Madre 
News. Unattended and/or aban¬ 
doned areas shall remain closed 
permanently. It is not the inten¬ 
tion of this section to prohibit 
owners of private property or their 
duly appointed and authorized 
representatives, employees and 
permittees from going or being 
upon such lands, and such per¬ 
sons are to such extent excepted 
from the provisions of this sec¬ 
tion. This section does not apply 
to any entry, in the course of 
duty, by any peace or police offi¬ 
cer, or any other duly authorized 
public officer. 

SECTION 5135. Smoking Prohlb- 

:ua. 

No person shall light, Ignite, or 
otherwise set fire to or smoke any 
tobacco, cigarette, pipe, or cigar 
In or upon any Protected Fire 
Area; provided, however, that 
nothing In this section shall apply 
to any place of habitation, or 
within the boundaries of any es¬ 
tablished smoking area or camp 
site as designated by the Chief or 
within any residence or within 
the outdoor living area of any 
residence. 

SECTION 5136. 

Whenever a permit is required 
to be obtained from the Chief 
under this Part, unless otherwise 
provided. It shall be Issued upon 
a proper showing by the applicant 
of the foUowlng:

THE I.ETTER, dated June 
17, follows: 

"Dear Inez and Paul: 

We were very happy and 
at the same time ashamed to 
get your letter. After the 
terrible scare and picking up 
the pieces, I wrote to mother 
telling her in detail about 
the earthquake. Isabel’s two 
older children came down 
with bad cases of measles. 

They are going to have a 
great deal of trouble finding 
a house in Puerto Montt due 
to the damage caused not 
only by the earthquake but 
the “Maremoto,” too. 

Inez and I were finishing 
the dishes when we felt the 
first quake which was long 
but not hard. We didn’t pay 
much attention except to 
think that somewhere else it 
was probably shaking very 
hard. 'Then came the big 
shake. It shook hard, HARD! 
for three minutes. We have 
a big yard. When we saw it 
was a "Terremoto,” we went 
out the back door to the 
yard. 

Behind the house is a little 
shack, one-story, which has 
garden tools, is a storeroom 
for odds and ends. There is 
a cement walk between the 
two buildings. As we passed 
out to the garden the two 
buildings were moving back 
and forth like an accordion. 

June 18: 

We held on to each other bulldozers
